There isa 
great deal of ruinous comparison when 
aman says: “Oh, if Ionly had that 
man’s faith, or that man’s money, or 
that man’s eloquence, how I would 
serve God.”’ Better take the faculty 
that God has given you and employ it 
in the right way. The rabbis used to 
say that before the stone and timber 
were brought to Jerusalem for the 
temple, every stone and piece of tim- 
ber was marked, so that before they 
started for Jerusalem the architects 
knew in what place that particular 
piece of timber or stone should fit. And 
80 I have to tell ed we are.all marked 
for some one ? ace in the great tem- 
ple of the Lord, and do not let us com- 
“wc saying: ‘‘l would like to be the 
oundation-stone or the capstone.’’ 
Let us go into the very place where 
God intends us to be, and be satisfied 
with the position., Your talent may 
be in a al appearance; your talent 
may in large worldly estate; your 
tulent may be in —— social position; 
your talent may be in aswift pen or 
eloquent tongue, but whatever the 
talent it has been given only for one 
purpose—practical use. You sometimes 
find a man in the community of whom 
you say: ‘He has no talent at all,’ and 
yet that man may have a hundred tal- 
ents. His one hundred talents may be 
shown in the item of endurance. Pov- 
erty comes, and he endures it; persecu- 
tion comes, and he endures it; sick- 
ness comes, and he endures it. Before 
men and angels he is a specimen of 
Christian patience, and he is really 
illustrating the power of Christ’s gos- 
pel, and is doing as much for the 
church, and more for the church, than 
many more. positively active. If you 
have one talent, use that; if you have 
ten talents, use them, satisfied with 
the fact that we all have different 
qualifications, and that the Lord de- 
cides whether we shall have one or 
whether we shal], have ten. 

I learn also from this parable that 
the grave of God was intended to be 
accumulative. When God plants an 
acorn, He means an oak, and when He 
= asmall amount of grace in the 
1eart, He intends it to be growthful, 
and enlarge until it overshadows the 
whole nature. There are parents who‘ 
at the birth of each child, lay asidefa 
certain amount of money, investing it, 
expecting by accumulatien and by com- 
pound interest, that ~ the time the 
child shall come to mid-life, this small 
amount of money will be a fortune, 
Maes how a small amount of money 
will roll up into a vast accumulation. 
Well, God sets aside a certain amount 
of grace for each one of His spiritual 
children at his birth, and it is to go on, 
and, as by compound interest, accumu- 
late, until 1t shall become an eternal 
fortune. Can it be possible that you have 
been acquainted with the Lord Jesus 
for ten, twenty or thirty years, and 
that you do not love Him more now 
than you ever did before? Can it be 
that you have been cultured in the 
Lord’s vineyard, and that Christ finds 
on you nothing but sour grapes? You 
may depend upon it, if you do not use 
the talent that God gave you it will 
dwindle. The rill that breaks from 
the hillside will either widen intoa 
river or dry up. The .brightest day 
started in the dim twilight. The 
strongest Christian man was oncea 
weak Christian. Take the one talent 
and make it two; take fiveand make 


twenty. The grace of God was in- 
tended to be very accumulative. 
Again, I learn from the text that in- 
feriority of gifts is no excuse for indo- 
lence. This man, with the smallest 
amount of money, came growling into 
the presence of the owner of the estate, 
asmuchestosay: “If you had given 
me $9400 I would have brought $18,800 
as well as this other man. You gave 
me only $1880, and I hardly. thought it 
was worth while to use it at all. Solhid 
it in a napkin, and it produced no re- 
sult. -It’s because you didn’t give me 
enough.”’ But inferiority of faculties 
is no excuse for indolence. Let me say 
to the man who has the least qualifica- 
tions, by the grace of God he may be 
made almost omnipotent. The mer- 
chant, whose cargoes come out from 


every island of the sea, and 
who, by one stroke of the pen, 
can change the whole face of 


American commerce, has not so much 
power as you may have before God in 
earnest, faithful and continuous 
gel You say you have no faculty: 
Do you not understand that you might 
this afternoon go into your place of 
pean. and kneel before God, and 
ring down upon your soul, and the 
souls of otkers, a blessing so vast that 
it-would take eternal ages to compute 
it? you say, haven’t fleetness 
of speech. I can’t talk well. I can’t 
utter what I want to say.” My 
brother, can you not quote one pass- 
age of scripture? Then, take that 
one passage of scripture; carry it 
with B everywhere; quote it un- 
der proper circumstances. With 
that one passage of scripture you 


may est a thousand = souls 
for God. I am glad that the chief

Dollar a Day—Gen. Sher 
‘man Says He has Workea for 
That — Let the Negro Vote — 
Polite Negroes. 


[North American Review for October. | 
‘I noticed recently that Gen. Ben 
Harrison, a candidate for President of 
the United - States, found himself 
calied on one day to deny a charge of 
having said that $1 a day was all that 
an American laborer should expect. 
I remember when I myself worked for 
half a dollar a day—Sundays, holidays 
and rainy days excepted—and we all 
remember when Congress enacted $13 
@ month with a ration per day full 
compensation for an able-bodied soldier 
who had,to work 24 hours a day, Sun- 
days and holidays included, with the 
chance of getting killed er wounded 
thrown in gratis. | 

We should be above such demagogy 
now, and [am sure the people of the 
United States are not to be deceived 
by such nonsense. Still this circum- 
stance calls to my memory a little epi- 
sode which may explain the matter 
evento the satisfaction of the most 
prejudiced. 

July 4, 1863, the Union cap- 
tured the oy of Vicksburg. the 
siege were three corps d’armee—the 
Thirteenth, McClernand; the Fifteenth, 
Sherman; the Sixteenth, McPherson. 
After the surrender the Thirteenth 
Corps was sent by Gen. Grant down 
the Mississippi to assist at Ft. Hudson 
and lower river towns; the Fifteenth, 
Sherman, was dispatched inland to 
Jackson and Raymond to drive the 
rebels well out of Mississippi, and the 
Sixteenth, McPherson, remained in 
“Vicksburg as a permanent garrison, 

A great many negroes, slaves, had 
escaped within the Union lines. Some 
were employed as servants by the ofli- 
cers, who paid them regular wages; 
some were employed by the quarter- 
master; and the larger number went 
north, free, in the Government char- 
tered steamboats, 
_ . Among the first class named was a 

fine hearty ‘“‘darky,” known as “Old 
Shady,’’ who was employed by Gen. Mc- 
Pherson as a steward and cook, at his 
headquarters.in Mrs. Edward’s house 
in Vicksburg. Hundreds still living, 
among whom [ may name Gen. 
W. E. Strong of Chicago, Gen. Hicken- 
' Jooper of Cincinnati, Mrs. Gen. Grant, 
Fred Grant, Mrs. Sherman and myself, 
well remember ‘Old Shady.” After 
supper he used to assemble his chorus 
of **darkies,”’ and sing for our pleasure 
the songs of the period, among them 
one personal to himself; and as I then 
understood, composed by himself. It 
was then entitled the “Day of Jubi- 
lee,”? but is now recorded as simply 
and I do believe that 
Prophet eremiah bade 
the Jews ‘to sing with glad- 
ness for Jacob, and shout among the 
chief of the nations,’’ because of their 
deliverance from the:house of boudage,

j Slavery at the South before the war 


Was not cruel and inhuman. As arule 
the family servants were treated as 
well as the average hired servants of 
today, but the ‘field hands’’ were re- 
re and treated as animals; and it 

one of the most extraordinary 
anomalies in political history that the 
Owners of these slaves, who were not 
one-twehtieth of the whole population, 
should have ruled their fellow-citizens 
with-despotic severity. They controlled 
the fashions of their neighbors, dic- 
tated to the 3ounties or parishes, and 
States, and were even arrogant to che 
United States of America in Congress 
assembled. 

Looking back on the condition of 
facts in 1861, we are imply amazed 
that such things could be. well re- 
member when the merit of an army 
oflicer was measured in the inverse ra- 
tio of the distance of his birthplace 
from Fairfax Courthouse, and when 
Lieut. Braxton Bragg, in 1840, at Gov- 
ernor’s Island, New York Harbor, un- 
der orders for the Fiorida War, asked 
leave to go by land instead of by sailing 
vessel, to visit en route and at his own 
expense his old, sick father, premised 
his written application thus: ‘*I was not 
lucky enough to be born in Virginia, 
but 1 was born in a county in North 
Carolina bordering on Virginia—and 
therefore ask leave to proceed by land 
to Florida, ete.” Of course, he got 
prompt orders to embark at once with 
the first batch of recruits by sea to St. 
Augustine. Again, on another occa- 
sion at Moaltrie, S. C., in 
1845, the officers gave a Fourth of 
July banquet to the citizens, among 
them one Stewart of the Charleston 
Mercury, the ,;impersonation of the 
fire-eating secession class. With him 
the United States of America was-the 
sovereign State of South Carolina, into 
which confederation he grudgingly ad- 
mitted Virginia, with qualifications, 
Responding to his toast, he spoke most 
disrespectfully of North Carolina, and 
described it as a “strip of land lying 
between two States,” viz., Carolina 
and » Virginia, Bragg, who was 
present, was bound resent this 
indignity to his native State—high 
words and a challenge passed—pistols 
for two, coffee for one the next morn- 
ing—but John F. Reynolds and I, from 
remote and obscure regions like Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio, were chosen peace- 
makers, and succeeded in getting 
Stewart to admit that North Carolina 
was a State in the Union, claiming to 
be a Carolina, though not comparable 
with South Carolina. At all events, we 
postponed the battle. In truth, at 
that period (1845) old Blackburn, 
Madeira and Scotch whisky were 
more plentiful at Charleston than now, 
and will accownt for the ,silly quarrels 
and pretentions of that day. I think I 
knew Bragg as well as any living man 
appreciated his good qualities, and had 
charity for his weaknesses. His heart 
was never in the rebel cause. He was 
of Scotch descent, was austere, severe, 
stern, of great integrity, and had he 
followed the example of his best friend, 
George H. Thomas, might have trans- 
mitted an honorable name to posterity. 

But I must return to the negro 
race.

which bound his slavé tothe master. 
That bondsman is now free, and by 
the Constitution and laws of his land 
is entitled to a vote as though he were 
born a free white man; but we all 
knew then, as we know now, that con- 
stitutigns and laws are idle winds. 
People are.governed by usages, cus- 
toms, and not by laws. 

The negro is not permitted to vote if 
the vote disturbs the judgment of the

What is the use of shutting our eyes 
to a well-known fact?

Burns never said anything better. ___ 
When the army L had the honor to 
command from ‘Atlanta to the Sea” 
reached Savannah, the first essential 
step was to carry by assault Pt. Me- 
Allister, in order to open up communi- 
cation with the fleet sent, in anticipa- 
tion of supplies. The work wa3 
promptly and genteelly done by the 
Second Division of the Fifteenth Corps 
commanded by Gen. W. B. Hazen.

**Bob,”? said Maj. Anderson, ‘‘is it 
ct that you have run away to the 

ankees?”’ *‘Oh!’’ answered Bob, 
working for Mr. Hazen.’ Here wap a 
black man, who, two hours,before, ida 
the slave of Maj. Anderson in the 
rebel Ft. McAllister, now working 
cheerily for wages with Mr. Hazen. 
We never construed a negro as a 
prisoner of war. Anderson, after re- 
ceiving his cup of coffee from his 
fromer slave, “Bob,” said: “General, 
it looks to me as though the game was 
up. Yes, the game is up. Slavery is 
gone and the Southern Confederacy 
a thing of the past.” . 

I believe that the game was up 
long before Appomattox. The Amer- 
ican Union is as firmly estab- 
lished on the basis of equality of eiti- 
zenship and personal freedom of ac- 
tion as any nation on earth. Let us 
freely accord to the negro his fair share 
of influence and power, trusting the 
perpetuity of our institutions to the 
everlasting principles of human nature 
which tolerate all races and all colors, 
leaving gach human being to seek his 
own sphere, ‘‘the enjoymentof life, lib- 
erty and happiness.”’

As this desirable event is chiefly 
contingent upon the granting of the 
permission sought, and as the public 
interests involved clearly transcend in 
importance the private, it seems to us 
that the Council would be justified in 
acting promptly by passing the neces- 
sary ordinance. 

Unless some other feasible route can 
be pointed out, where the right of way 
is obtainable upon reasonable and just 
terms, it would seem to be the right 
thing to let the railroad through on the 
line indicated; for a great enterprise, 
of unquestionable advantage to the 
city, cannot be blocked for slight rea- 
sons. 

The early opening for practical use 
of the Southern Pacific’s new, elegant 
and commodious passenger depot is a 
measure of prime importance, not only 
to the central section in which it is 
located, but to the entire city, and to the 
traveling public as well. Itis extremely 
desirable that the stream of incoming 
visitors,now fairly setting in, should 
be given faverable impressions upon 
landing in Los Angeles. Such impres- 
sions they do not now receive from 
what they see when they strike the old 


depot. This is only one of the 


siderations that enter into this subject, 

If the Counci: decides to pass the 
required ordidance, and acts with rea- 
sonable promptness in the matter, the 
new and magnificent passenger depot 
may be opened “‘in a blaze of glory,” 
so to speak, on Christmas day, or even 
before.

Speculation is now rife regarding the 
probable composition of Harrison’s 
cabinet and the course of his adminis- 
tration.

As to the tariff, Gen. Harri- 
son’s attitude is .well defined by the 
fact that it was largely through his 
advice that the, Republican tariff bill 
was reported to the Senate. It is pre- 
dicted that there will be a cautious Re- 


publican revision and reduction of the | 


tariff, when the Fifty-first Congress 
comes in.

Since then silver has constantly fallen. 
In 1875 the United States was induced 
to demonetize silver, but when the 
people discovered what it meant, Con- 
gress was forced to undo its action., 
Bondholders want a gold standard. 
The people want bi-metalism. That 
is the situation in a nutshell. 

The obstacle to the restoration of 
silver to its old place is the fact that it 
circulates among the nations merely 
at its bullion value. It has no inter- 
national currency ascoin. The United 
States silver dollar is worth about 74 
sous in France, and the French five- 
franc piece is worth 74 cents in the 
United States. If these coins could be 
received all around at their local 
tender value, for all amounts, the 
problem would be solved. To do this the 
coinage of all the nations would have 
to be rearranged on a common basis— 
for instance the French one, of 15} 
grains of silver to one grain of gold. 

Writing upon the share taken by the 
Pacific Coast in the battle for silver, 
the San Francisco Bulletin says: 


It isa circumstance worthy of note that 
the great battle for silver was waged in this 
city. In the earlier stages of the contro- 
versy Henri Cernuschi, in behalf of the 
Latin Union, did good work. But all the 
weightier aspects of the case were subse- 
quently presented here. Bi-metalism, it is 
true, Was not a new subject. But the argu- 
ment for its restoration had all to be origi- 
nated.

These parents, loving their daughters, make 


away thus in marriage to insure 
their admission to heaven, for the religious 
belief of these people is that woman is de- 
pendent upon man for a place in heaven; 
therefore, the. men must be served like 
Many of the boys die and leave as 
widows these little girls, 13 or 14 years of 
age, who remain to the end of life cursed 
and desolate, excluded from society and all 
pleasures, compelled to fast for two months 
ata time, with a single meal a day, and sub- 
jected to all sorts of torture and religious 

nnance prescribed for widows. 7 

**Widowhood is looked upon as .a punish- 
ment in consequence of some sin committed 
by the child—taithlessness to her husband 
or some other crime, and she is treated asa 
leper. Her mother-in-law holds the inno- 
cent child responsible for the death ef her 
husband and heaps curses up on her head. 
There are now 21,000,000 of these child- 
widows in India. Of this number 600,000 
are under 9 years of age. Hundreds 
of thousands are driven by their misery and 
despair to commit suicide by eating opium 
or drownir g themselves in the sacred river. 

“Sixty or seventy years ago it was.the 
custom to burn widows. ‘This was not com- 
pulsory, but was the voluntary act of the 
widow to sacrifice herself to the gods on a 

beral pile, preferring this to the wretched 
aife of bondage which all the future years 
held for her, and as the priest considers 
both fire and water sacred, passing thre ‘gh 
very good mode of transportation to the 
other world. 

“The great majority of these child-wid- 
ows cannot be reached by foreign mission- 
aries, especially the high-caste Hind, for 
they are not allowed to have any, inter- 


open schools, for we have power to do this, 
e can establish schools and homes, sup- 
port and educate them; give them free 
access to the Bible and leave them to de- 
cide for themselves in regard to religion. 
“For this purpose I went about among my 
own peuple, but received no assistance or 
encouragement.

There is apparently nothing in this 
statement calculated to destroy the peace 
of mind of the trunk-line agents on tkis 
coast, but itis coupled with a—to them— 
most appalling piece of information, which 
comes in the shape of a letter to one of 
their number, stating that: a scheme has 
been “‘cooked up” by which all of the 
agents of those lines on this coast are to be 
suddenly dropped from the pay-roll of their 
-companies. ‘This will affect the salaries of 
over a dozeh agents, subagents and their 
assistants. A secret meeting. of the trunk- 
line people has been held in the Kast, and 
they have agreed upon a scheme by which 
all their “agencies on this coast shall be 
abolished, and a joint agency established 
in their stead.. Thisis the plan of “éco- 
nomical management” to which the cireu- 
lar refers, and which will be brought lip at 
the coming joint meeting, BBW

Their Antics on the Faith Cure

He read from maausc:’pt sheets a long 
and most iu‘ticate disquisition about the 
Lord knows whet. He attacked trinitarian- | 
ism, end Unitarianism, and multitarianism 
(as he kindly denominated the Pantheism 
of modern thought) for the low comprehen- 
sion of his auditesys. He read and reread 
all sorts of statements of this doctrine and 
that dec*rine, and Low much better his and 
Truesdeli’s doctrise was than aby 
other. 

He attacked the Theosophists, whom he 
called anti-Christ, the Buddhists and even 
the faith-cure cranks, as leading men 
astray.

So far as could be seen the 
leading lights of the Roman Catholic and 
evangélical denominations had not yet

cackle. 

The gist of all that he was driving at 
through bis weary platitudes was that the 
Holy Ghost is with us now as ever, and 
that those who believe can work cures by 
that mysterious agency within them.

HOW TO DISCOVER AND DE- 
STROY THEK PESTS. 


Characteristics of the Round and 
Flat-headed Apple-tree Borers— 
The Kaisin Crop—Feeding Stock 
to Advantage—Notes. 


A recent bulletin issued by the Ohio 


~ Agricultural Station has the following 


information given in reference concern- 
ing the round-Readed apple-tree borer: 
The beetle is easily recognized by the 
brown color of its body and the two 
conspicuous longitudinal whitish 
stripes along its back. It appears 
early in summer and deposits its eggs 
on the tree trunk, in or under the bark, 
within a few inches of the ground, fre- 
quently placing them just above the 
soil surface, or even below it where the 
ground is cracked open so that the 
tle can descend without difficulty, 
The insect makes a slit like an opening 
in the bark,into which the egg is

tches into larva, or grub 
bark, or 


gnaws its way into the inner 


sapwood, where it continues to feed- 


throughout the season. 

As winter approaches it frequently 
burrows downward below the surface 
of the ground. and résts there until 


‘ spring, when it again works upward 


and gnavws the inner bark and sapwood 
as before. It rests again the following 
winter, and in spring gnaws its way 
deeper into the body of the trunk, cut- 
ting cylindrical channels in every di- 
rection. Late in summer ,it bores up- 
ward and outward to the bark, lining 
a cavity at the end of its burrow with 
dust-like castings and there rests until 
spring, when it changes to the dor- 
mant chrysalis state. The adult beetle 
emerges from the chrysalis about a 
fortnight later, eats a hole through 
the bark with its strong jaws, and 
comes forth to continue the propaga- 
Thus three years 
‘are required for the development of 
the insect. The place where the larva 
enters may frequently be detected, es- 

cially in young trees, by the saw- 

ust-like castings that are pushed out.

The 
presence of the larva is shown later by 
the discoloration of bark where it is at 
work. The aaron grub or larva of 
the round-headed borer is about an 

inch long, wholly without feet,whitish, 
with a.chestnut brown head and black 
jaws. The pupa or chrysalis is lighter 
colored than the larva, and has numer- 

small spines on its back. 

The flat-headed apple tree borer is an 
insect very different, both in its adult 
and larval states, from the one just 
discussed. The adult beetle, instead 
of being cylindrical in form and brown 
in color, is flattened and greenish 
black. It appears, however, at about 
the same seasun as the other, and the 
life histories of the two species are in 


_. general much alike, the chief differ- 


ence being that the present species re- 
gates less time to develop, and attacks 

e tree higher up, being found all the 
way up the trunk and frequently in the 
larger branches. The eggs of this in- 


' gect are deposited early in the summer 


the crevices and unde: the 
scales of the bark, being | fast- 
ened in placa by a glutinous sub- 
stance. In a few days the larva 
hatches and bores through the bark to 
the sapwood. in which it cuts broad, 
flat channels, and sometimes com- 
ws the tree. As it devel- 
ops it bores further into the solid wood, 
and when full grow. approaches the 
-gurface. When to become a 
pa it _ partially through the 
bark and then casts its last larval 


skin. About a fortnight later the 
upa changes to a beetle, which gnaws 
Its way through the bark, and thus 


completes the cycle of development. 
Fortunately the injuries not. only of 
both of thesc borers, but also of the 
bark louse discussed, may be prevented 
by. a single, easily-applied remedy. It 
consists simply in applying late in 
May orearly in June, and again about 
three weeks later astrong solution of 
soft soap,to which has been added a little 
erude carbolicacid. This mixture may 
be conveniently made by mixing one 
quart of soft soap, or about a pound of 
hard, with two gallons of water, heat- 
ing to boiling, and then adding a pint 


of crade carbolic acid. ‘The solution | 


should be thoroughly applied (a scrub 
brush is excellent forthe purpose) to the 
trunk and larger branches of the tree. 
If the bark of the tree is especially 
rough it should be scraped _be- 
fore the wash is applied, and the soil 
should be smoothed down about the 
base of the trunk, so that there will be 
no cracks for the insects to enter to de- 
posit theireggs. Of course, the object 
of this application is to prevent the 
laying of the eggs from which the 
grubs hatch. As an additional precau- 
tion, it is well to examine the trees 
during the late summer and early 
autumn months for eggs and youn 
grubs, which. are readily detected, an 
with a knife.

These 
move about over the bark a few days, 
when they fix themselves upon it, in- 
serting their far enough to 
reach the sap. Here they continue to

stroys this pest. The mode and time 
of application for the two kinds of in- 
pects is the same. :

Ag an evidence of the high esteem in 
which California raisins are held in the 
East, we note the fact that they are 
being sold to a large extent without 
sample. Heretofore a sample had to 
accompany every offer, but now brands 
which were established last year re- 
quire only a guaranty as to their qual- 
ity to be readily taken. This is indis- 
putable evidence that the industry is 
on a better footing than ever before. 

A word in conclusion. In the East 
express companies make special rates 
for samples, merchandizing houses are 
given facilities for sending samples of 
their wares, puton this coast the fruit- 
packer, the bee-keeper, the bean-deal- 
ers, in fact, producers and merchants 
of all kinds, are forced to pay the most 
extortionate charges to the Wells- 
Fargo Company for this most necessary 
adjunct to commerce. We_ should 
think thata company which has so 
much interest on this coast would 
have better sense than to try the ex- 

riment of killing the goose that lays

Feeding on the Ground. 
{Prairie Farmer. | 

It is a waste of feed of any kind to 
give it to stock upon the ground, and 
especially any kind of grain. There is 
always more or less loss that with good 
management could very readily have 
been avoided, and that would in a 


dag suitable places for feeding. 
ven the hogs ought to havea tight 
floor upon which their corn can be 
fed, rather than upon the ground. 
Rough feed given to cattle, sheep or 
horses, if feed on the gr , 18 cer- 
tain to have more or less of it trampled 
down and left. Tight floors, upon 
which the grain fed to hogs can be 
thrown, and feeding-troughs or boxes 
to feed Sage to the other kinds of 
stoek, with racks or mangers for all 
kinds of rough feed, will prevent such 
loss. If all the stock is kept upon the 
farm that the feed raised will keep in 
good, thrifty condition, it will pay to 
feed so as to avoid waste as much as 
possible. And where a considerable 
number of stock is kept it wil] make a 
difference in the amount of feed well 
worth saving. 

It is well to provide these 
the fall. More or less stock > 
quire to be fed at almost any time now, 
and the arrangements for feeding 
should be made as soon as possible. 
Take a little time “and plan to arrange 
conveniently. It will often make a 
considerable difference in the time re- 
uired to properly feed and care for 
the stock how the arrangements for 
feeding are made. Afdue regard to 
the making and -handling of the ma- 
nure should also be considered... The 
making, saving and applying'of all the 
manure possible should always be 
made an item, and in planning the 
feeding arrangements this should 
always be considered. The feeding 
arrangements need-not be expensive; 
they should, however, be convenient, 
ae and tight, so as to save time and

The hogs were 
called ‘‘Maggie,”’ from one of the pio- 
neer breeders, *‘Butler county,’ ‘*War- 
ren county,’’ and other local names, 
which Jed to much confusion. In 1878 


tion decided upon the name of *Po- 
land-China,”’ by which they have ever 
since been known. 


The Jersey Cow, 
(Western Farmer,| 
This little cow has become famous as 
a butter producer, though the large 
number of authentic tests, which, large 
as the number is, falls far short of 
doing her justice, as comparatively few 
have ever been tested. Of these there 
are some 15, with yearly records rang- 
ing from 511 to 936 pounds of butter. 
This is the only dairy breed that, hay- 
ing been ‘‘bred up’”’ to such an intensi- 
fied dairy animal, will endure such a 
prolonged test without showing’ an in- 
dication of putting on flesh or in 
shrikinng in butter product.

It is poor 
economy to sell off and then be obliged 
to purchase before the new crop comes 


An application of kerosene oil will 
materially prevent rust on the iron- 
work of implements. Implements 
should be put away in a dry place, 
where dampness cannot reach them. 

As no two animals are alike, it is 
best to consult their appetites and de- 
sires. Whatever the animal prefers as 
food and thrives on it should have. 
Feod cannot be forced on an animal if 
it dislikes it. 

Milk from fresh cows is usually more 
or less ropy, and if mixed with the 
milk from the other cows 1t will inter- 
fere with the rising of the cream. This 
is a matter that deserves more consid- 
eration than it usually receives. 

Seeds should be thoroughly cleaned 
before drying and saving them. To 
properly remove tomato seeds place the

CHINESE JAItLERS. 


Officer Van Luven Captures a Gang 
of Them. 


Yesterday afternoon, at the Southern Pa- 


cific depot, just before the departure of the 
__train for the north, Officer Van Luven, in 


passing through the car, found a thin, ema- 
ciated, wild-eyed Celestial tied to one of the 
seats with about twenty yards of rope, 
while acouple of other heathen stood guard 
over him. Asit was something out of the 
usual run, the officer, who is of a very in- 
quiring turn of mind, stopped to investigate. 


The Chinamen, in answer. to Van Luven’s |: 


questions, stated that their countryman was 
insane, and that they were sending him 
back to China. The men showed a letter 
from the Chin Wo Company, authorizing 
them t convey the crazy man as 
far as Francisco, 
who was tied was an interested listener to 
the conversation, and when the other men 
had got through he broke out and appealed 
to the officer for protection. He said that 
he was not crazy and they were sending 
him out of the country against his will. He 
said that he had been working on the Gila 
division of the Southern Pacific, at camp 61, 
when these men, who wanted to gain pos- 
session of his property and money, cap- 
tured him, and. that‘they had given him 
_ nothing to eat for 10 days. On this state- 
~ ment the officer asked the Chinamen if they 
had any commitment for the man to the in- 
sane asylum, and when they said that they 
had not, that the only authority they had 
was the letter from the Chinese company, 
he concluded to hold the whole party over. 
until the matter could be investigated, 
tective Neil Smith of the Southern Paeitic 
‘at first objected, but when the 
neon was explained, withdrew his 

d the Chinamen were brought 
the Prison. No sooner did they ar- 
rive than the insane man went into a fit, 
when he was booked for medical treatment, 
and Dr. Choate, police surgeon, was sent 
for. ,The Chinaman certainly looked as 
though he had been on a protracted fast, 
and gave every indication that he was as 
crazy as a bedbug. He rolled and twisted, 
frothed at the mouth and rolled his eyes, 
but did not do much talking until a Chinese 
interpreter was brought in, when he flew 
into a rage, and attempted. to assault his 
countryman, saying that he had no use for 
them. Dr. Choate prescribed a dose of 
- bromide to quiet his nerves, when he was 
locked up until this morning, when he will 
be further examined, if he'is not dead. It 
is probable that the Chinaman developed 
signs of insanity, when his couritrymen at 
once tied him up, and with their usual in 
-difference’in case of their sick, neglected to 
attend to his wants, virtually starving the 
man, and starting him to San Francisco 
just in time for him to die at that place, 
thus saving any further trouble in looking 
after his bones,
